¡» irth of Alexandre Dumas the 
elder, the most prolific of all the 
world’s storytellers, passed all but 
unnoticed. 
Nev er was there a 
writer more Gallic in tempera­ 
ment and technique, and yet D u­ 
nyas’s father, a notable general in 
Vapolean’s armies, was the son of 


,i French colonist and of a Neg ress 
in Santo Domingo. 
Dumas, with little formal edu­ 
cation, began as a clerk, liv ing — 
as he said— by his handwriting 
while preparing to liv e by his pen. 
i le was inspired to write by see­ 
ing 
Shakespeare 
performed 
in 
'aris by English actors, and his 
first compositions were success- 
ril plays in which he celebrated 
he glories of the French past. 
Then iV began to write stories 
it a rate that would make ev en 
Erie Stanley Gardner env ious. H e 
an what was practically a litcr- 
iry factory, with a corps of assist­ 


ants who turned out stories by the 
score. Yet when some of his “ col­ 
laborators” 'tried to be authors on 


their own, none of them could 
make a go of it. They lacked the 
magic Dumas touch or trade­ 
mark. The list of books attributed 
o Dumas runs all the way from 


300 to 1400.

A LIX AM) HK THE GREAT 


The 150th anniversary cf tin* 
idrth of Alexandre Dumas the 


i Ider, the most prolific o f a ll the 
world’s storytellers, passed all hut 
unnoticed. Never was there a 
writer more Gallic in tcnipera- 
ment and technique, and yet I >u- 
ttvis’s father, a notable general in 
Vapolean’s armies, was the Min « i 
a French colonist and of a Negress 
ui Santo Domingo. 
Dumas, with little formal edu­ 
cation, began as a clerk, living 
os he said— by his handwriting 
while preparing to live by his pen. 
I Ie was inspired to write by see­ 
ing 
Shakespeare performed 
in 
Paris by English actor*, and bis 
fjrst compositions were micccs'*- 
;fd plays in which he celebrated 
he glories of tile French past. 
' Then he lx*gan to write stories 
4 a rate that would make even 
Erie Stanley Gardner envious. He 
•an what was practically a liter- 
liy factory, with a corps of a s s i s t ­ 
ants who turned out stories b v tile 
score. Yet when some of his “col­ 
laborators”* tried to fie authors on 
their own, none of them could 
make a go of it. They lacked the 
magic Dumas touch or trade­ 
mark. The list of books attributed 
•o Dumas mns all the way from 
JOO to 1400. 
Everybody knows the names of 
Dumas’s principal writings. There 
is “The Three Musketeers,” in 
which D’Artagtian enters Paris 
on his rawboned yellow pony with 
three francs in his pocket, man­ 
ages to challenge to a duel one 
after another on the same morn­ 
ing those three renowned mus­ 
keteers, Athos, Aramis and For* 
thos, and by the end of the day has 
become 
their 
sworn 
comrade, 
pledged to work “All for one, one 
for all.” 
There 
are 
“Tile 
Count 
of 
Monte Cristo,” that classic tale of 
revenge; “The 45 Guardsmen,” 
“Chicot the Jester” and many an­ 
other yarn. Yet Dumas was more 
than a romancer. 
He worked 
faithfully for the literal cause in 
France of the 
1830s, directed 
;heaL*rs and newspapers, joined 
Garibaldi’s expedition. 
The person who lias never 
read “The Ct aint of Monte Cris- 
to” or “The Three Musketeers” 
is not to be pitied, but envied. 
There is still in store for him one 
of the most overwhelming and 
pleasurable 
o f 
all 
story-telling 
experiences. He still has to meet 
Alexandre the Great.
